But 
great was their deception when they fund 
that much money. waa being spent in the 
construction of hunses &.; that, in respect 
tothe production of :cement,. the Furnace 
was declared ninsuitable and it was necessary 
to make new small furnaces, which in fact 
were made; and that, in addition, $80,000 
were spent in acquiring new imachines. : 
so Why a premium of $250,000 should be 
paid for.s concern that waa not completa 
and was not able to work is an enigma 
which only. the ‘promoters of the company 
can explaia, Ino the meantime the new 
small fnrnaces were made and cement waa
